row-stricken people who live near the 
scene of the appalling calamity prompt- 
ly went to the aid of the survivors and 
did all they c^uld to alleviate their 
grief and pain. 


And now that the people havs re- 


covered from the severe shock of tha 
awful accident it behooves them to 
make a rigid investigation of the ca- 
tastrophe so that the responsibility may 
be placed where it bslongs and a repe- 
tition of the disaster avoided. The 8ea> 
worthiness of the G3nerai Slocum 
should be ascertained. 
Some say that 


the steering gear of the vessel was at 
fault, that the life preservers wero 
made of rotten canvas and filled with 
powdered cork instead of lumps and 
sheets of the birk that would have had 
some floating value, that the cords by 
which they were fastened were so weak 
that they came apart in the effort to 
untie them. Every craft is supposed to 
have enough life rafts and life boats to 
carry off the complement of passengers 
and crew in an emergency, yet on the 
Slocurr there were only six boats and 
four rafts, capable of carrying 350 peo- 
ple. The vessel was made of wood,and 
although not more than fifteen years 
old,was of an obsolete type. 


If the disaster at Hell Gite does not 


bring about the abolishment of ~\\ ^oden 
craft and the substitution of iron ves- 
sels it should at least have the effect 
of inducing a more honest and thorough 
inspection of steamers, so that no 
more shall be allowed to go out with 
tanki of gasoline in the rooms, leaky 
hose on the decks, insufficient life- 
boats and unreliable life preservers. 
The burniag of the Slocum should re- 
sult in replacing the wooden cockle 
shells with staunch vessels supplied 
with an adequate number of boats and 
rafts, fire hose, grenades and life pre- 
servers. The hulls of these ships 
should be divided into water tight 
compartments so that in an emergency 
these compartments may be c'.osed and 
the iron partitions will keep out water, 
•C»mes andsmoke so that the passengers 
may be gathered into the uninjared 
part of the ship. Such a craft, if it 
should burn, would be consumed so 
slowly that the excursionists could es 
cape.

havj lured him he might have been a 
tnulti-milKonaire; 
he received 
the 


highest salary paid to any official with- 
in the limits of the state. The crown- 
ing tablet of Andrew H Green's glory 
ia that he died comparatively poor. 
Agea may pass and the historian who 
records the doings of the present cen- 
tury will apeak of Andrew H Sreen as 
the father of Greater Now York. His 
magnificent dream of the future was 
partially realized in his life time; in 
ira boyhood the most populous part of 
our city at present was devoted to 
farms and many large estates. It is 
said there ia a constellation round 
which all other constellations in the 
uiiverse revolve. Such was the dream 
of Andrew H. Green's life when he 
thought of the Greater Nsw York. It 
was his companion by day and in his 
dreams at nigathe saw the argosies of 
ovsry land pouring their wealth into 
the costly storehouies of his favored 
capital. In company with his life-long 
friend, J. T. S. Stranahan, they form- 
ulated a plan for this great city which 
waa to be the favored child of fortune 
holding its tenure by an unquestioned 
primacy to which every nation on the 
globa paid willing homlfre. With a 
land of pearls in sight thia great and 
good citizen was suddenly stricken 
down. 
With his phenomenal death

WALLED SEOUL. " 


The Ancient C'niiiinl of Korea and 


Some of 1*« i'cenliaritleH. 


Seoul, the capital of Chosen, la built 


amid a network of tills eighteen miles 
from the sea. It is an ancient walled 
city, fortified in the strongest way by 
smells that would drive any but an 
Asiatic army forthwith into the ocean. 
It is poor in appearance, but rich in 
Ileus. 
On autumn nights tigers fre- 


quently contest the fight of way with 
belated pedestrians, and this Ifl the 
chief reason why one has the entire 
street to oneself In a moonlight stroll 
after 8 o'clock. Metaphorically, one 
can scarcely see the town for the bald, 
bulbous and bullet headed Buddhist 
priests who fatten on the superstition 
of the populace. 


Barring an occasional court function, 


marked by street processions, SeoRl is 
triumphantly devoid of sights interest- 
ing to a traveler. The streets lack en- 
tirely those picturesque characteristics 
of a Chinese or Japanese thoroughfare, 
and a vista across the Korean house 
toys is one of appalling monotony. One 
seeks iu vain for attractive souvenirs. 
In the small shops of Seoul Japanese 
beer, matches, cigarettes and cheap 
crockery form the chief stock in trade, 
while long stemmed Korean pipes aud 
metal banded Korean knives are of- 
fered in the most pretentious shops. 
Here, likewise, can be had the really 
unique Korean fans, made of silk or 
paper, finished in oil and covered with 
curious native designs. 
These fans 


are dipped in water before they are 
used, and the little breeze produced by 
them is astonishingly cool. 


The wall surrounding Seoul, from 


which kites are ever flying, Is but a 
pocket edition of the great Chinese wall 
that loads down to the sea at Shanhal- 
kwun. Piercing this Korean copy are 
the city gates — picturesque passage- 
ways—which are promptly and irrevo- 
cably closed with the setting of the 
sun. The west gate will be entered by 
the tourist on reaching the capital from 
Chemulpo, and should he come to the 
outside of this but a minute after the 
sun has disappeared behind the horizon 
and the "big bell" has boomed its 
mournful warning note he is elected to 
camp in the open until Phoebus has cy- 
cled the world on the equatorial path. 
If he reaches the gate five minutes be- 
fore it closes on its groaning hinges he 
will witness a sight that will almost 
repay him for the toilsome trip up from 
the coast—Outing-.

And historians tell us that Bubastls 
and Atribes, two towns In Egypt, the 
former a votary of cats and the latter 
of mice, contracted on that account so 
strong an antipathy to each other that 
the Inhabitants were never known to 
Intermarry, although only a few miles 
asunder.
